Tomorrow the Eleventh ward will elect an alderman to succeed the 
late Alderman Frank Barth There are two candidates, E. W. Guenther, 
democrat; and William Roelig, republican The former is a union cigar 
maker; the latten is an employe of the Hirshheimer Plow works. Both are 
clean men, and capable. 
There are a number 
of 
reasons why it would seem proper for the 
Eleventh ward to select Mr. Guenther. The first is an ethical reason. It 
will doubtless appeal to most voters in the ward, and to the people of 
this city generally, that it would be a fitting show of respect 
to 
him 
who so long served this city so well to send a democrat to the council 
to fill out his unexpired term. It was the wish of the ward that 
Mr. 
Bartl serve them; it was the pleasure of the council to make him its presi­ 
dent. It should be the purpose of th J ward to fill his place with a man en­ 
tertaining the same political view’s. It is little enough to do in memory 
of one whom all held in high esteem. 
The second reason is one that touches closely the interests of the en­ 
tire city. We say with all respect for the men who have helped 
La 
Crosse in helping themselves by building up a splendid manufactory 
in 
this city, that it is bad policy to have any corporation represented in the 
city council. The plow works is already represented 
by 
Mr. 
Harry 
Hirshheimer who, no matter how honest, must be 
unconsciously 
biased 
whenever his own interests are up for consideration. With Mr. Roelig, an 
employe of Mr. Hirshheimer also in the council, the weight of influence 
that might be controlled by a single firm would become dangerous. 
The 
intimation so plainly made that Mr. Mahoney has neglected the political af­ 
fairs of the Eleventh ward as the result of an “understanding” that the el­ 
ection shall go by default and another Plow Works man seated, is borne 
out by no direct evidence so far as ascertained, but the circumstantial evi 
dence is strong enough to cause the idea to be taken seriously. It is to be 
hoped that the people of the Eleventh Ward will not permit thsmselvee 
to fall into a trap. 


The assertion Mr. Roelig is said to be making to voters that if elect 
ed he will reduce their taxes, is based upon the 
erronious 
conclusion 
that he can and will rule the council. It is unkind to say that his na 
tural tendency would be to reduce the taxes of big corporations, like the 
one with which he i$ associated, which means a corresponding increase in 
the taxes of the poorer people. 
He may not exert any such influences 
as it is possible to presume he natui rally would, but he cannot keep his 
promise to reduce taxes, and these pomises should not be taken serious­ 
ly by the voters. 
As was said in the beginning, two clean men aspire to the office of 
alderman of the Eleven ward. In voting every Eleevnth warder should 
examine with care the environments of the two men, and should vote for 
the man w’ho in his opinion is the more untrammeled to serve the ward 
and the city without regard to any private interests.
